And whereas in lieu of the faid Duties, and towards raifmgdie Supplies 
granted to Your Majefty, and neceffary for the Support of Your Majefty’s 
Government, the Commons of Great Britain and Ireland, in Parliament 
affembled, have refolved to grant to Your Majefty certain new and other 
- Duties on damped Vellum and Parchment, and Paper, and on other Ar- 
ticles and Things, under the Management of the Commiffioners of Stamp 
Duties in Ireland.: 



And D O mott humbly befeech Your MAJESTY, 

That It may be Enafled; SttB he it SEnafiSD by the KING’S Molt 
Excellent Majesty, by and with the Advice and Confent of the Lords 
Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in this prefent Parliament affem- 
bletl, and by the Authority of the.fame, That from and after the Expiration 
Of Teh Days after the palling of this Aft, there lhall be railed, levied, col- JraS’Sc-

in lieu of the Duties on and in refpedt of the faid Articles, Matters,- and 
Things, under any Aft or Afts in force in Ireland ; and that all and every 
A6t and Adds of Parliament in force in Ireland importing to charge the 
faid Internments, Articles, Matters, and Things, or any of them, with any 
other Stamp Duties or Duty, than as in the faid Schedule fet forth as afore- 
faid, fliall, from and after the faid Day, Hand and be repealed, fo far as fuch 
Ad or Afts fo import to charge fuch other Stamp Duty or Stamp Duties 
on the faid Articles, Blatters, and Things refpe&ively. 

And be it further Enaaed, That from and after the -Expiration of Ten 
Days after the pafiing of this Aa, the Duties hereinafter mentioned and ex- 
preffed, fhall be, and the fame are hereby repealed; that is to fay, The Duties 
' of Excite made payable in Ireland under and by virtue of an Aa, made in 
the late Seffion of Parliament, intituled “ An Aa to grant to His Majefty 
“ certain Inland Duties of Excife and Taxes in Ireland, and to allow cer- J 
“ tain Drawbacks in refpeft thereof, ill lieu of former Duties of Excife, 

flaxes, and Drawbacks, for and in re fpcct of any Licence to any Per- 
fon in Ireland to fell, by Retail, Spirituous Liquors, Wine, Beer, Porter, Ale, 
Cyder, or Perry, Methegl-in or Mead, together with the Sum of’ One 
Shilling in the Pound on the Amount of tile faid Duties ; and alio, the 
Duties of Stamps granted by an AS, made in the faid Forty-feventh Year, 
intituled, “An Ad. to repeal the leveral Duties under the Care of the 
“ Commiffioners for managing the Stamp Duties in Ireland, and to grant 
“ new and additional Duties in lieu thereof, and to amend the Laws re- 
“ lating to the Stamp Duties in Ireland,” upon and in relped of tile feveral 
Articles, Matters,' and Things following ; that is to fay, Upon any Com- 
l-niffion under the Great Seal of Ireland direded to any Commiffioners of 
Bankrupts, or upon ally Return which fliall be made by any Sheriff, Co- 
roner, Commiffioner, Mayor, Senefchal, or other Officer, oh or to any ’ 
Writ, or other Procefs to him or them directed, which fliall iffue from or 
out of any of the fuperior Courts of Law or Equity, or from or out of the 
Admiralty Court, or from any of the Ecclefiaftical Courts, or any other 
Court ui Ireland, in any Suit at Law or in Equity,, or upon any Warrant 
under the Hand and Seal, or Hand only, of any Sheriff or Sheriffs, or his 4 
or their Under Sheriff refpedively, or upon the Appointment of any Per- 
fon to be Sheriff for any County, County of a City, or County of a Town 
in Ireland ; and all the faid Duties fhall accordingly ceafe and determine,, 
any Thing in any Ad or Ads of force in Ireland to the contrary not- 
withffanding. 

And be it further Enaded, That the Duties by this Ad granted fhall 
be paid and payable in Britifh Currency, and that all Monies arifinv by the 
laid Duties fhall be paid from time to time into the Hands of the Receiver 
General for the Time being of the Duties oil ftamped Vellum, Parch- 
ment, and Paper, in Ireland, who fhall pay the fame (the lieceffary Charges 
of raffing, paying, and accounting for the fame, being deduded) into The 
Receipt of the Exchequer of Ireland, at fuch Time, and in fuch Manner as 
the Duties on ftamped Vellum, Parchment, and Paper, are by Law dired- 
ed to be paid; and all Monies fo paid into the faid Receipt as aforefaid, fhall 
be carried to, and made Part of the Confolidated Fund of Ireland, 

And be it further Enaded, That the feveral Duties hereby granted fliall 
be under the Government, Care, and Management of the Commiffioners 
for the I ime being appointed to manage the Duties charged upon ftamped 
Vellum, 1 archment, and Paper, in Ireland, and the faid Commiffioners are 
herebv empowered and required to ufe l'ucb Stamps, in order to denote the

former Duties of the like Nature, or to calife new Stamps to be provided 
for that Purpofe ; and to alter the fame, or any of them, from time to time, 
and to do all other T. hings neceffary to be done for putting this Adi into 
Execution, with relation to the feveral Duties hereby granted, in the like 
and as full and ample a Manner as they are authorized to put in Execution 
any former Law concerning any Duties under their Management. 

And whereas by an Aft, paffed in the Forty-fixth Year of His Majefty’s stamp Com- 
Reign, intituled, “ An Aft to repeal the feveral Duties under the Care of 
44 the Commiffioners for managing the Duties upon ftamped Vellum, grant Li- 
44 Parchment, and Paper in Ireland, and to grant new and additional Du- gE?* t0 felt 
44 ties in lieu thereof, and to amend the Laws relating to Stamp Duties in 
44 Ireland,” it is amongft other things Enabled, That the Commiffioners 
of Stamp Duties in Ireland for the Time being, or any of them, or any 
Perfon or Perfons to be for that Purpofe appointed by the laid Commif- 
fioners, fhould and might under his or their Hand or Hands, grant any 
Licence or Licences (without Fee or Reward) to any Perfon or Perfons 
who fhould require the fame, in Writing, to fell Flats by Retail ; BE it 
Enacted, That from and after the Expiration of Ten Days after the paffiiw 
of this A 61 , the faicl Commiffioners of Stamp Duties in Ireland for the 

6 Time being, or any of them, or any Perfon or Perfons to be for that Pur- 
pole appointed by the faid Commiffioners, or any one of them, fhall and 
may, under his or their Hand or Hands, grant a Licence or Licences (with- 
out Fee or Reward) to any Perfon or Perfons who fhall require the fame 
in writing, to fell Hats by Wholefale, whether home-made or imported ; 
and that any fuch Licence .fhall, as to the Form and Manner thereof, and as 
to the granting thereof, be fubjedt to the fame Rules and Regulations ; and 
all Perfons exercifmg fuch Trade or Calling without a Licence, fhall be 
fubjedl to the fame Penalties as if the faid Licence, and the Stamp Duty 
thereon, in the Schedule to this Adi contained, had been enadled and con- 
tained in the faid recited Adi of the Forty-fixth Year, and in the faid 
Claufe thereof above recited ; and that every fuch Licence fhall have 
printed on the Face thereof, a Lift of the feveral Duties payable for and 
upon the feveral Sorts of Hats fold by Retail.

Succeffors, in the penal Sum of One hundred Pounds, conditioned as fol- 
lows ; that is to fay, if fuch Licence fhall be to manufadlure Hats, or to 
fell imported Hats by Wholefale, then fuch Bond fhall be conditioned, that 
the Perfon or Perfons obtaining fuch Licence fhall not fell any lefs Quan- 
tity than one Dozen of Hats at any one Time, to any one Perfon, without 
taking out a Licence to utter or vend Hats by Retail ; and that fuch Perfon 
or Perfons fhall not fell any Hats mounted or ornamented, which fhall 
not have a Lining affixed therein duly ftamped according to Law; and if 
fuch Licence fhall authorize the Perfon or Perfons obtaining the fame to

And be it further Enaded, That every Admiffion made before the 
paffing of this Ad into any Body Politic or Corporate, Corporation or 
Company, in Ireland, (hall be and be deemed, taken, and condrued to be, 
to all Intents and Purpofes whatfoever, as good, valid, and effedual in Law, ;

Ad of the Forty-fixth Year, for repealing Stamp Duties, and granting new 
Duties in lieu thereof, as enads and direds, That all Civil Bill Proceffes, and 
all Copies thereof, (hall be fi’gned, dated, and. appointed for each particular 
Caufe and Seffion, by the reipedive Affibant Bambers in every County in 
Ireland, and that every fuch Affibant Barriber (hall, for (igning, dating, 
and appointing every bich original Procefs, and all the Copies thereof, re- 
, Ceive from the Plaintiff or Perfon iffuingor requiring fuch Procels, the Sum 
of Sixpence Britidi Currency in the whole, and no more; and that every 
Plaintiff obtaining a Decree (hall be entitled to recover againb the Defen- 
dant fuch Sum of Sixpence, in addition to the other legal Cobs theretofore 
recoverable, by Law; and that any Perfon ufing any fuch Procefs, or Copy 
or Copies thereof, for any other Purpofe than that for which fuch Copy or 
Procefs was fo (igned, dated, anci appointed, (hould be adjudged guilty of a 

Mildemeanor, 
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Mifdemeanor, and-puniffiable as for a Mifdemeanor at Common uw, 
fhall be, and the fame is hereby repealed. 

And, for the more conveniently afcertaining the Duties on Rules and clause (A). 
Orders to be from Time to Time made and given in any. Court of Law or For damping . 
Equity, or in any Ecclefiaftical Court, or Court of Admiralty, or in any ^inferior* 
other Court of Ireland holding Pleas, where the Debt or Damage doth Courts, 
amount to Forty Shillings, or the Thing in Demand or Caufeof Suit is of 
that Value (other than and except the Courts of King’s Bench, Common 
Pleas, Chancery, or Exchequer, in Dublin) ; BE it Enafted, That the Officer 
and Officers of each and every fuch Court, having the legal Cuftody of the 
Rule Books belonging to each of the laid Courts refpeftively, fhall from 
Time to Time, once in every Three Months, or within Ten Days after the 
laft Day of each and every' Term, or of each and every Seffion of fuch 
Court refpe&ively, produce and bring fuch Rule Books to the neared; 

Diftributor of Stamps; and fuch Officer or Officers fhall infert in. every 
fuch Rule Book, immediately after the laft Rule entered therein, at the 
Time of producing the fame, a Certificate, duly figned by fuch Officer or 
Officers refpedtively, Rating the Number of Rules and Orders of fuch 
Courts refpeftively made or entered in fuch Rule Books within fuch pre- 
ceding Three Months, or fuch Term or Seffion refpeftively ; and fuch 
Officer or Officers fhall thereupon pay to the faid Diftributor the full 
Amount of all fuch Stamp Duties as fhall be then by Law payable for cr 
in refpefl of fuch Rules or Orders refpeftively ; and the faid Diftributor 
fhall immediately, underneath the faid Certificate, fign a Receipt (without 
Stamp) for the ’faid Amount of the Stamp Duties ; and every fuch Rule 
Book fhall by fuch Officer or Officers be left with fuch Diftributor, and 
luch Distributor fhall fign and give an Acknowledgment, that fuch Rule 
Book has been left with him for fuch Purpofe, and fhall, within Three Days 
after the Payment of Rich Duty, tranfmit every fuch Rule Book to the 
Head Office to be Ramped, and the fame fhall be Ramped accordingly, in. 
fuch Manner as by the faid recited A6t of the Forty-feventh Year is 
direfted with refpeft to the Rule Books of the Court of King’s Bench, 

Common Pleas, Chancery, or Exchequer, and fhall be returned to fuch 
Diftributor as i'oon as conveniently may be after the ftamping thereof; 
and fuch Diftributor fhall deliver back the faid Rule Book to the Perfon 
entitled thereto, upon Re-delivery, to the laid Diftributor, of the Acknow- 
ledgment which he fhall have given for the fame. 

And be it further Enafted, That all the Penalties and Forfeitures by penalties t® 
this Aft. inffifted and made payable, fhall be paid and payable in Britifh Jjflfcur- 
Currency; and that all Powers, Provifions, Rules, Methods, Direftions, rency,andfor
